The bishop testified that the case 
was decided at Rome in his favor. He 
contended that he had the right un­ 
der the canon law to suspend Pem­ 
broke. Pembroke’3 letter, which con­ 
tained obscene epithets, was intro­ 
duced in evidence. 


PAYNE TARIFF BILL 


SEVERELY CRITICISED 


Democrats Say It Is Filled With 
Imperfections. 


Washington, 
April 
3.—That 
th«r 
Payne bill was filled with riotous im­ 
perfections, was a false pretense, was 
designed to cover up the extrava­ 
gances of the Republican administra­ 
tion, that it did not redeem party 
pledges and that it sounded the death 
knell of the dominant party, were 
some of the criticisms passed upon 
the measure by the Democrats in the 
house. 
An interesting feature of the debate 
was the speech of Pablo Campo De 
Leon, Philippine commissioner, who 
attacked the provision for free trade 
with the Philippine islands. From 
the Far South exactly opposite views 
were expressed regarding protection, 
Mr. Ransdell of Louisiana pleading for 
it on behalf of the industries of his, 
state, while Mr. Spright of Mississippi 
and Mr. Clayton of Alabama wanted | 
free lumber, hides, boots, shoes, bag­ 
ging and cotton ties. The speech of 
Mr. 
Clayton 
was 
of 
considerable 
length and he engaged in several j 
heated coloquies with members on J 
the Republican side. 
From the Republicans came sugges- ; 
tions of a permanent tariff commis- j 
sion, and while all of them supported | 
the bill in general, none appeared en­ 
tirely satisfied with it. 
Others who spoke on the measure 
were Messrs. Moore 
(Pa.), Young 
(N. Y.), Lindbergh (Minn.), Bowers 
(Miss.), 
Langley 
(Kv.), 
Covington 
(Md.), Burke (Pa.), Townsend and 
Hamilton (Mich.), Morse (Wis.), Cub 
lop (Ind.), Copp (Wis.) and Chandler 
(Miss.). 
The speeches at the night session 
for the most part were along the lines 
of those previously made. Mr. Cur­ 
rier (N. H.) opposed the rates imposed 
by the Payne bill on wood pulp and 
print paper, contending that they do 
not provide sufficient revenue. 
Mr. Heflin (Ala.) severely arraigned 
the Republican party, while Represen­ 
tatives Rucker (Mo.), Goldfogle (N. 
Y.), Dixon (Ind.), Cline (Ind.) and 
Ferris (Okla.) opposed the Payne bill 
as a whole. Mr. Davis (Minn.) argued 
for free lumber and Mr. Fowler (N. J.) 
urged the creation of a tariff commis­ 
sion. Mr. Hughes (N. J.) claimed 
th at the Republican party favors free 
trade in only one commodity, which 
he said was labor.

Gibraltar, April 3.—Theodore Roose­ 
velt was in serious danger Tuesday 
afternoon off Ponta del dada in the 
Azores. 
A great wave swept him into 
the sea from a small boat in which he 
was returning from a visit to that city. 
He might have lost his life, had not 
two brawny sailors caught him when 
another wave pitched him toward the 
side of the Hamburg. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s patriotism placed 
him in danger. 
He had been visiting 
the American consul at Ponta del Da­ 
da and as the small boat neared the 
tide of the liner on the return trip the 
band struck up “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 
The former president rose and bared 
his head in respect for the anthem. 
Two sailors held him, the sea running 
high and choppy. The national hymn 
ended, the boat was pitched beside the 
Hamburg and Mr. Roosevelt made a 
flying leap for the rope ladder that 
dangled from the side of the vessel. 
Just then the big wave tossed the 
boat, threw him off his balance and 
he went into the sea. 
He is a sturdy 
swimmer, but he might have had a 
hard time of it in the rough water lf 
the succeeding wave had not tossed 
him up almost to the foot of the rope 
ladder. Two seamen who were hang­ 
ing to that grabbed his arms and held 
him until he got a grip on the lowest 
rung and clambered up. 
He went at once to his cabin and 
took off hi3 wet clothing. 
His fellow 
passengers gave him a rousing cheer 
when he appeared again at dinner. 
This was the most striking incident 
since the distinguished traveler left 
the last point from which a cable mes­ 
sage might have been sent. 
Another incident, which Mr. Roose­ 
velt enjoyed even less than his duck­ 
ing, was aa attack of seasickness 
which seized him Saturday.

James W . Stone Says His Testimony 


Before the Senatorial Prim ary In­ 


vestigating Committee Three Weeks 


Ago Was Untrue— Also Says Game 


Wardens Raised Money for Govern­ 


or Davidson’s Campaign Fund. 


Madison, 
Wis., 
April 
3 —Chief 
Game Warden James W. Stone gave 
sensational testimony before the sena­ 
torial primary investigation commit­ 
tee, having confessed to perjury in 
that his testimony when he appeared 
before the committee three weeks ago 
jn his examination as to the distribu­ 
tion of $2,500 of the Stephenson cam­ 
paign fund was false. In addition to 
this Mr. Stone informed the commit­ 
tee that the game wardens raised a 
sum of $1,200 which was given to 
Governor James O. Davidson for his 
campaign fund. 
When Chief Warden Stone appeared 
about three weeks ago he told the 
committee he gave Deputy Warden If. 
A. Bowman $500, when in fact he 
handed 
him 
$1,250. 
He 
testified 
falsely, he said, in order to “protect” 
Bowman from showing that he re­ 
ceived so large a sum. It developed 
that the evening after he first testi­ 
fied, a meeting was held at his home 
at which three wardens agreed to as­ 
sume having received a total of $500, 
which in fact they never received. 
The deputies, Stone said, had not kept 
their agreement. 
The witness presented a list show­ 
ing how he disposed of something 
over $200, which was materially differ­ 
ent from the list offered when he first 
appeared before the committee. 
The $1,200 campaign fund presented 
to Governor Davidson, Mr. Stone de­ 
clared, was delivered in three install­ 
ments, two of $500 each and the third, 
$200. 
Stone testified that when he 
delivered the first $500 in an en­ 
velope, the governor asked him what 
it was, and witness remarked, “ask 
me no questions and I’ll tell you no 
lies.*’ The governor, according to the 
witness, “obeyed orders.” 
Mr. Stone testified that when he 
was deputy game warden he received 
Instructions indirectly from two- dif­ 
ferent chiefs to do political work and 
it. had always been his custom to 
contribute to campaign funds. 
As far as Mr. Stone knew, Governor 
Davidson never solicited a campaign 
contribution. 
P. J. Koehler, organizer for S. A. 
Cook, Republican candidate, told of 
disbursing between $8,000'and $9,000 


in Milwaukee and other counties* and 
testified that two of Cook's men were 
bought away with $150 of Stephenson 
money. 


M ONEY STILL IN TH E BANK 


Governor Davidson Says He Did Not 
Use Stone’s Funds. 
Soldiers Grove, Wis., April 3.—Gov­ 
ernor J. O. Davidson explained the 
$1,200 Incident testified to by Game 
W arden J. W. Stone by saying that 
he had never been able to get an ex­ 
planation from Mr. Stone and that 
the money is still in the bank at Mr. 
Stone’s order. He said Mr. Stone 
laid the money in an envelope on his 
desk, saying, “ask me no questions 
and I’ll tell you no lies.” The en­ 
velope was put away and all efforts 
to get an explanation failed. The 
money was later deposited in a bank 
and still remains there, waiting for 
Mr. 
Stone 
to claim 
it. Governor 
Davidson said he asked for no con­ 
tribution to his campaign expenses 
from the game wardens. 


MINERS

First Trouble in the Anthracite Region 
Occurs. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 3.—The first 
trouble In the anthracite regian since 
the expiration of the three-year agree­ 
ment has developed at the Keystone 
colliery of the Traders Coal company 
at the Ridgewood mine, four miles 
from here. The miners had a dispute 
over yardage and the shifting of rock 
and as a result refrained from work­ 
ing. 
They have enlisted the assist­ 
ance of National Organizer McClusky 
and District Board Member McCue in 
an effort to have their grievance ad­ 
justed. 
The men say there has been 
a gradual reduction in the prices paid 
for the class of work memtioned, but 
officials of the company maintain that 
the same rates prevail as have been 
in force for a number of years. 


LEADER OF BLACK 


HAND CAPTDRED 


Blackmailer Caught by Officers 
in Chicaga 


Chicago, April 3.—Vincenzo Geraci, 
said by the police to be the leader of 
the Chicago Black Hand society, was 
arrested here in the office of Dr. Pe­ 
ter Cutrera, from whom the Italian 
had demanded $3,000 on pain of death. 
Geraci, it is said, has given evidence 
concerning his associates in the plot 
and the police expect to arrest sev­ 
eral more members of the gang. It 
is thought that the members of the 
Chicago society are in close touch 
with the New York gang that brought 
about the death of Lieutenant Petro- 
sino recently in Italy. 
Dr. Cutrera several days ago re­ 
ceived a threatening letter demand­ 
ing $3,000. He paid no attention to 
it. A 
second letter was received. 
Finally the physician received a tele­ 
phone message from a man who said 
he was one of those who had written 
the letters. 
"Unless you pay cis the money you 
will be killed within an hour,” said 
the man on the telephone. 
Dr. Cutrera invited the man to come 
to his office and sent for the police. 
Detectives came and were concealed 
in an adjoining room. 
Geraci came and asked for the 
money. Th® arrest followed.

Carrying him to safety, Ott 
rushed in after his mother and car­ 
ried her out before he discovered she 
had been burned to death before he 
found her.

Is the Tribune unaware of the fact 
that many cities, including Des Moines, 
Iowa, with a population of over 75,000 
inhabitants, 
have 
incorporated the 
“string attachment,” or “right to re­ 
call” in their city charter, whereby, 
the voters of these cities have the 
power to remove from office all dis­ 
honest servants? 
The following is a part of Sec. 18 <Jf 
the Des Moines charter: 
“ Sec. 18. The bolder of any elec­ 
tive office may be removed at any time 
by the electors qualified to vote for a 
successor of such incumbent. The pro­ 
cedure to effect the removal of an in­ 
cumbent of an elective office shall be 
as follows: A petition signed by elec­ 
tors, entitled to vote for a successor to

Taft has been Informed of the senate 
programme for the administration of 
the new tariff bill. It provides that 
a minimum tariff shall apply to all 
countries for one year. At the end 
of that time the maximum rates will 
go into effect against all countries, 
which in the opinion of the president 
are not giving the United States their 
best tariff rates. 
The president is understood to favor 
strongly this idea of application of the 
maximum and minimum principle and 
it is believed th at it will be the plan 
finally agreed upon.

administration to be provided for in 
the senate measure which has further 
the support of a supreme court de­ 
cision as to its constitutionality. The 
difference between the minimum and 
maximum rates will he 20 per cent. 
It is planned that for nine months or 
one year the minimum rate, which 
will be fixed as the protective rate, 
shall apply to all countries without 
distinction or discrimination. At the

against all countries which In the 
opinion of the executive are not giv­
